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WHAT CAUSED THE SAN FRANC ISCO AND JAPAN EARTH 
QUAKES—AND MUCH OF INTEREST ON THE SUBJECT 


“Politics, politics, tired of it, give us something else, occasion­ 
ally,” was the advice of one of our subscribers the other day. So 
here is an article on a subject that appealed to the writer, because 
fee once rode in an automobile through devastated, streets of one 
of our great cities, made so mainly by an earthquake. J he in­ 
quiry then and now’ “what causes earthquakes' is intensified also 
by the recent more appalling disaster in Japan. Harry A. Stewart 
tells in the American Magazine for July the story of Dr. Thomas 
A. Jaggar, a scientist, w’ho had lived for tw’elve years in the crater 
of an active volcano. His story follows: 
Many years ago, when the western part of this country was 
almost unknown and unexplored, a settler was making toward the 
Pacific Coast in a praire schooner. 
Hitched to the highheeled wagon, with its canvas top, was a 
team of four mules. Twto cows wralked 'docilely back of the outfit. 
The home-seeker, a gaunt, hardy woodsman, drove the team, while 
his two grown sons, mounted on horseback, scouted for the ever­ 
present danger of Indians. 
One day, about nightfall, the little party arrived in the neigh­ 
borhood of w’hat we now call the Yellowstone National Park. 
When.the old man decided to make camp, he left the task of un­ 
hitching and watering his stock to his sons, while he took his gun 
and started out to kill a deer or an elk. 
Suddenly the boys, at work around the wagon, heard some­ 
one coming through the bushes at a high rate of speed. They look­ 
ed up to see their father running toward the wagon for all he was j 
worth. As soon as he got in hearing distance he began to yell, i 
“Hitch up and git out! Hurry!” 
The boys went to work to get the “critters” back into har­ 
ness with all possible speed. When the outfit was ready, the old 
man, seized the reins and, wheeling round, drove back at a gallop 
over the track they had followed that day. 
I 
The two boys, on their horses, kept a sharp lookout behind, 
but could see nothing dangerous. Finally one of them rode up to 
the wagon. “Say, Pop,” he demanded. “What was it that you was 
skeered of?” 
The old man glanced back, and then drew the mules down to 
a milder pace. 
“Boy,” he said solemnly, “you know' when I went back through 
the brush thar? Well, I was so close to Hell that the ground was 
hot and steam was bilin’ up through the cracks!” 
As everyone now’ knows, there is much volcanic activity in 
the neighborhood of this marvelous park. It is shown in the boil­ 
ing springs, the spouting geysers, and in the brilliant colors of 
comparatively recent lava flow’s. But we no longer think that this 
activity indicates proximity to the infernal regions. 
But, strangely enough, up to within the last decade or two, 
we actually knew little more about what goes on inside the earth 
than the old settler did, and w?e hardly took the trouble to lessen 
our ignorance. 
Our greatest strides of learning in this particular direction 
really began in 1912, when Doctor Thomas A. Jaggar, of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, went to live in the crater 
of an active volcano so that he might find out something about it. 
He has inhabited this strange and wonderful home ever since. Be­ 
fore taking up his residence there, he had made a close study of 
Vesuvius, Pelee, and numerous other volcanoes in all parts of the 
world. 
I had the opportunity of talking w ith Doctor Jaggar the other 
day. His fifteen years’ residence in the brink of the crater of Ki­ 
lauea in the Island of Hawaii has taught him more about volcan­ 
oes, probably, than known by any other man in the world. He is 
the volcanologist of the United States Government and in charge 
of the Hawaiian Volcano Observatory. 
The sciences of volcanology and geonomy (or the study of 
the living earth) owe more to this intrepid and resolute scientist 
than to any other individual. In pursuit of facts that would en­ 
able us to understand volcanoes, he has risked death in a dozen 
horrible aspects, from incineration in molten lava to asphyxiation 
by deadly gases. But from his studies, the veil of mystery which 
has always surrounded volcanoes and earthquakes is beginning to 
lift, and from them we may some day learn how to avoid such ter­ 
rible catastrophes as overtook the* Island of Martinique in the 
eruption of Mont Pelee in 1902, when twenty-six thousand human 
beings were killed in the space of a few' moments. 
You may think it strange, as I did, that our country should 
have a volcanologist on its pay roll. But w’hen I learned that the 
United States owns more active volcanoes than any other country 
in the world, the reason for Doctor Jaggars job became clearer. 
There are four hundred and thirty known active volcanoes 
sprinkled about the surface of the globe, and wre are the propriet 
tors of more than a hundred of them. Of these, ten are in the 
United States proper. They are in the States of California, Ore­ 
gon, Washington, and in Alaska. About sixty are in the Aleutian 
Islands chain,extending from Alaska across Behring Sea toward 
Siberia. Five are in the Hawaiian Islands, and the remainder in 
the Philippines. 
The study of volcanoes is important because the most prob­ 
a b l e solution of the earthquake mystery is to be found in the fire 
mountains. When wre understand the lava writhing underground, 
we shall be a long way advanced toward understanding how the 
earth w'rithed in California in 1906 and in Japan in 1923. Great 
earthquake belts are also volcano belts. 
A few' minutes ’talk with the volcano expert upset a good 
many of rn yideas about these wonderful mountains. I asked him 
howr many volcanoes there are in the world, and this is w'hat he 
said: 
“Of course by volcanoes you mean mountains showing signs 
of volcanic activity. The old idea w'as that each volcanic mountain 
was separate and distinct from every other, and with no relation 
to it. We now believe, however, that there are not so many volca­ 
noes as there are volcanic peaks. There seem to be volcanic chains 
along w’hich the volcano travels and the different peaks are mere­ 
ly outlets or blow holes, for it. . 
“The Hawaiian Islands in the Pacific Ocean form a part of 
such a chain. It extends from Midway Island, which barely peeps 
above the surface of the sea, and has only room enough on it for 
a cable station, to the Island of Hawaii, sixteen hundred miles 
away. 
As we progress from Midway Island to Hawaii, w’e find 
the peaks getting higher and higher out of the water and the 
signs of volcanic activity more and more recent, until we reach 
Hawaii, with its five active volcanoes. 
“This indicates that the volcano has been traveling from one 
end of the chain to the other. 
Its journey has probably taken 
millions of years. 
As it goes along it raises the surface of the 
earth, just as a mile raises it. After it has passed the earth sinks 
back again. Where it passed long ago the subsidence is greatest. 
In if&wwaii, where it is now active, the peaks are highest. 
“Probably, in the ages to come, this volcano will turn and re­ 
trace its path, and Midway Island will again be raised high above 
sea level and Hawaii will sink. But this need alarm no one, for 
U will be millions of years before that happens*”

This is not a picture of “Germany 1 
after the war,” of “Chocho Slovak!” • 
or the “ Klondike,” but is an old pho- j 
tograph of Xenia itself in times of 
peace and plenty, with mud streets, 
brick sidewalks, livery stables, horses 
and wagons, piano box buggies, car­ 
riages and match teams, and women j 
with “demi train’ 'dresses and dust 
ruffles. 
Considering Xenia’s advancement in 
the last half century, the changes that 
have taken place are amazing, espe­ 
cially to anyone who bas been away 
from the city for that length of time 
and has returned for a visit to the 
“old town.” 
All of the little side streets, former­ 
ly tenanted by horseshoeing estab­ 
lishments. paintshops. barns and the 
like, 
are 
now 
really 
sure-enough 
streets with the remodeling of these 
old buildings into handsome apart­ 
ments and the paving of the little 
streets themselves. 
There is hardly a business building 
or residence that has not been made 
over, if not removed or torn down in 
order to be replaced by a new one. 
Did residents well remember the 
old Court House with the buggies and 
wagons hitched around the curbstone 
on Saturday nights; the old German 
Reformed where the Standard Oil 
filling station now’ stands; the “flats.” 
where Charlie Christy of newspaper 
fame, spent his boyhood days; 
the 
West Market Street school house of 
four rooms, now the McKinley school 
building, where readin’ writin’ and 
‘rithmetic 
were 
taught 
and 
where 
school took up, recess was announced 
and school dismissed, by the ringing 
of a bell; the old Allen Building with 
several steps leading up to the corner 
room, where W. S. Fawcett had his 
jewelry store, and 
the 
Allen 
home­ 
stead directly west of the building, j 
w hich i3 now occupied by Wagner's I 
Jewelry 
store 
and 
Hym an’s 
Fruit 
Store. 
On the other corner is the Steele 
building with it’s flight of steps run­ 
ning up on the Main Street side, by 
which means was reached the offices 
of Dr. Clark Galloway, Judge C. C. 
Shearer, Charles Darlington, Sr.. Tom 
Scroggy and others. 
The old 
St. j 
George Hotel, the “office” of which 
was a rendezvous for drummers and 
also for a certain coterie of promi­ 
nent men about town. w’ho enjoyed 
discussing there latest topics of the 
day. 
Another old landmark still standing I 
on its original foundations and which 
is of historical interest is the Xenia 
Female Seminary which was at the 
zenith of its g lo r y at least sixty years 
ago. 
A number of the graduates of the I 
college who received iheir instruction 
then, while it was strictly a young 
lady’s seminary conducted by Profes­ 
sor William Smith, will recall with 
pleasure the hours spent in those 
buildings. 
The east building, which was at 
that time the dormitory and also the 
residence of Professor Smith and his 
wife, has since been remodeled and 
converted Into an apartment house. 
The west building formerly the col­ 
lege proper has lately been used as a 
private school. 
There was no form of amusement in 
hose days except occasional shows 
t 
the 
Opera 
House. 
No 
picture 
-hows, no trips to Dayton on the trac- 
-w tio n cars—for there was no traction 
line in existence then—and no auto- 
* mobiles. 
The only form of diversion in the 
•summer time was a walk up town 
in the evenings to the Davidson, form­ 
erly the Milburn, ice cream parlor. 
Many may recall with delight the 
baud concerts given regularly in the 
old Court House yard on Saturday 
nights. 
Upon these occasions, ice 
cream, pop corn and peanuts, could 
Tie purchased. 
If an attempt were to be made to 
enumerate all the changes that have 
taken place within the last fifty years, 
there w’ould s c a r c e l y be one business 


house or residence left to be described 
as “untouched.” 
The one familiar institution that 
has kept 
on the ‘‘right 
track” all 
these years without any change what­ 
ever is the Pennsylvania train run­ 
ning through the center of the city. 
Every day the bells of the engines 
ring out the warning: 
"Men may rome and men may go. 
But I go on forever.”
